Cain made an offering much 
more esthetic than the slain lamb of 
Abel his brother. But God accept- 
ed the latter because it was offer- 
ed in obedience to his command 
while at the same time he rejected 
Cain’s offering because it was a re- 
jection of the divine plan. The 
writer to the Hebrews says: “By 
faith Abel offered unto God a more 
excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
which he obtained witness that he 
was righteous.” (Hebrews 11:4). 


Unregenerate man hates to admit 
that he is a sinner. Isaiah’s affirma- 
tion that “we are all as an unclean 
thing, and our righteousness as 
filthy rags,” is hard to take. We 


greatly prefer to believe that we 


are pretty good folks after all and 
that there lies within us the power 
to reform and make ourselves 
righteous. “Bootstrap religion,” as 
it is aptly called, appeals to the 
pride of man but it is as effective 
as our attempts to overcome gravity 
by the power of our wills or mus- 
cles. 


The whole concept of righteous- 
ness, as revealed in the Bible, is 
entirely different from that of the 
world. As J. B. Phillips has trans- 
lated the proposition so aptly, it 
is not a matter of achieving but of 
believing. It is not a matter of do- 
ing but of accepting that which has 
been done for us. In Romans 1:16, 
17, we read: “For I am not asham- 
ed of the gospel of Christ: for it 
is the power of God unto salva- 
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tion to every one that believeth .. . 
For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith: — 
as it is written, the just shall live 
by faith.” 

Thzt divine righteousness is a 
matter of imputation is also abun- — 
dantly clear.

He also is the head 
of a sovereign state.” 


“When General Clark was nomina- 
ted,” Dr. Archer added, “He was not 
nominated as_ representative to a 
Church but to a state. Otherwise his 
nomination would have been com- 
pletely unconstitutional.” 


He also noted that congress in 1957 
special legislation to permit 
Reps.

In 
California full page “ads” in the press 
present both sides of the case. The 
Republican party, for a long time 
strong in the State, happens to be 
split on the issue and the expectation 
is that Senator Knowland, running 
for .Governor and standing for this 
“right to work” measure, will both 
lose in the race and possibly suffer 
political eclipse as well. 

Most churches are not taking sides. 
But it would seem that here is an 
issue which comes very close to being 
a moral one about which they should 
evidence concern. Certainly some of 


our great unions do stand in need of 


house-cleaning. The revelations made 
before the Senate Committee are too 
serious to be shrugged off. With men 
of the Jimmy Hoffa type calling the 
tune, such a thing as compulsory 
unionism looks dangerous, very much 
so. Accordingly, let these unions insist 
on better leadership. Let them fore- 
go violence and questionable methods. 
Let all this be done on a widespread 
scale—and the workmen of our na- 
tion, members of these unions, will not 
fail to win at the polls the protection 
and the support they need. 

In all this contention, let our reli- 
gious leaders and our church spokes- 
men play a nobler part than simply 
that of interested on-lookers. Let 
them share in the struggle, at least to 
this extent, that they now offer Chris- 
tian guidance and encouragement to 
all willing to accept it as the real 
solution to the problem. 


THE SUPREME COURT UNDER FIRE 

Our Supreme Court is under fire. 
It is being more sharply critized today 
than for many a year. One reason 
for this criticism, of course, has been 
the Court’s segregation rulings. In a 


- broad way the Court’s rulings have 


been accepted as valid. However, 
lower courts, burdened with the task 
of enforcing the law on the local level, 
continue to return their unsolved 
problems to the Supreme Court. An 
impasse has developed, an unhappy 
one, with the Supreme Court now 
being chided for having framed a 
questionable, even inoperative law. 


~ our courts, 
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The recent conference of Chief 
Justices, by a vote of 36 to 8, has seen 
fit to criticize the Court’s lack of 
“judicial restraint.” Here the Court is 
faulted for pressing for the extension 
of federal power, for failing to dis- 
tinguish fairly between matters of 
national and local concern, for failing 
to agree with itself on vital matters. 

The American Bar Association, in 
its recent recommendation that the 
selection of federal judges be removed 
from the realm of political patronage, 
is generally regarded as having aimed 
an arrow at members of the Court 
who are declared to serve party in- 
terests more faithfully than those of 
the nation. In the last Congress vari- 
ous bills aimed at reduction of the 
Court’s power and providing for the 
reversal of its decisions, were intro- F 
duced. One only failed because of — 
parliamentary maneuvering. Others 
passed the House, only to die in the _ 
Senate. a 

Perhaps there is not much that you 
and I, at the moment, can do to im- 


prove matters, granted they are bad. 


We can, however, keep informed. We 
can tell ourselves and others that all 
especially our Supreme 
Court, must be kept clean and in- 
violate. Let enough good citizens do 
that, earnestly, intelligently, deter- x 
minedly, and slowly but surely en- x 
lightened public opinion will reach _ ; 
out and help us solve this vexing aa 
problem.

PARENTS TO SHARE IN) 
CHILDREN’S GUILT 


A Chicago crime prevention ex- 


pert urged that parents be forced to 


make restitution in cash when their 
children steal or destroy property. 

The director of the police depart- 
ment’s crime prevention division made 
the proposal before a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Chicago Lions Club in the 
Bismark Hotel. 

Passage of a parental financial re- 
sponsibility law, he said, would “help 
eliminate the ‘so what’ attitude oe 
many parents” of children who get in 
trouble with the law. 

He said he once was against such
